I as writing you with regard to S* 2233, a bill which 1 Introduced 
for the relief of William 1. Friedman, providing in effect for payment of 
$100,000 ineettleaent of all hie righto in his indentions in the field of 
military ooenuni oations which hare been placed In secrecy because of their 
importance to the national interest* 

Captain George H* Robillard, USN, F tent Counoel for the Mnvy, 
in the enclosed article in the Saturday keening Post of June 9, 1951 "Are 
We Stifling the Inventors?" , dramatically develops the problais confront- 
ing Hr* Friedman, namely, that hie inventions are ao important to the 
national defense that necessary secrecy prevents him from using his own 
rights in the inventions - rights which he has retained with the consent of 
the Government, 

I si no® rely hope that your Committee will act favorably on the 
hill* Mr* Friedman, whose entire adult life has been devoted to serving 
the national interest and whose work, as dieolooad in the Pearl iterbor 
Investigation at the end of World War II, led to the breaking of the Japanese 
Purple Gods, a feat which vitally contributed to the winning of the war in the 
Pacific, is fully deserving of the relief requested in the elreuffietanoee* The 
secrecy and security measures surrounding him and his work have olroum- 
seribed Ms every day life and adversely affected Me health* Except fay this 
hill which I have introduced, there is no reasonable a warns for relief open 
to him* 



This entire matter has been the subject of discussion with 
representatives of the Department of Defense over the period of the lost 
year and a half* 1 am submitting copies of the memorandum submitted to 
the Department of Defense on the matter and the correspondence concerning 
it thereafter - all of. which speaks for itself. When tbs CoasdLttee holds 
its hearing upon the enclosed Mil, the Department 01 Defence should be 
in a position to present the facts under its oohtrol with the least possible 
delay, in view of the fact that it has had 13 months in which to gather its 
material on the case, Mr* Friedman, of course, will be happy to testify in 
person in connection with the matter.
